The rejection of claims 1, 5, 18, 20 and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 1 st paragraph has been 
withdrawn in light of Applicant's amendment.

New Grounds of Rejection Necessitated by Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102

The gene bank sequence G32908 share 100% homology with 18 base pair of the mutation 
site within SEQ ID NO:3. It can function as primer or probe for the sequence of interest. 
Therefore, it discloses the instantly claimed invention.
